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WH EN I firft-tind^ftbok this I>e«^ 
ter, I had no further mtention 
than to give information upon a mod 
important fubjedt, for a few leading men 
in the great Council of the Nation; 
whofe great influence, if well dite(5ted, 
might give • eafe, felicity, and content/ 
to me whole empire : But when I came 
to refledt upon the difficulty, which the 
;reateft and befl of men meet with, to 
:em the torrent of prejudice and delu- 
fion, that the enemies of England have, 
with infinite art and induftry, fpread 
through the land, I faw it necellary to 
be more particular in reciting fadls, in 
order to rectify many paft errors ; and 
fhall therefore now explain every alle- 
gation, for the benefit of any man who 
can read, or claim the leaft underftand- 
ing. I blame no Minifter, or Statefman, 
farther than in proportion as he may 

have 
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have promoted the defigns and interefts 
of Qur sami^ enemiies, either by 4s>^ 
nince dr defign. I wUh Qniy to enable 
every fincere^ Idver of his country to 
diftinguifh, with certainty, our friends 
frpm our enemifs^ an^ no longer f^fler 
Aemfelves to be led by the cunning andf 
£aital defigns of thofe, who have thus 
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Gf V E mc leave tb addrcfe myfelf to you parr 
; tictolarly. I am pcrfuaded of your love of 
jiiftice and equity ; and it is happy you Irre in a 
ifiemnt*^ blefl with Hbei^ty; admitting every one 
to j)ubliih his fentiments, to give information, 
and even advice to the greateft men, without the 
f efaft impeachment^ of their hbnour d underfland^ 

This little piece may be lingular ; a^ it looks 
Vkck to the fundamenty principles of the conftitu- 
tiori, and the very^rft'dawnings of Englifh freer 
i^kMB; it is meant to-foppprt the almoft obtiteratcd 
idea of Englifli dignity, which has been long fince 
drdp^, or Khamefuily abufcd, by many political 
writers, and is almoft buried in thi ntbbifli of an* 
"dimity. But as the vigour of our conftitution, an4 
^e very exiftcnce bf the empire depends npoiiiti? 
revival, by meafuyes rciulting from this noble prin- 
dpie; I, in the .name of every well wiflicr to this 
country befcech you, particularly, who are,in« 
irciled with power, to prcferve or dcftroy the 

happincfsj 
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happincfs of millions, to weigh well the important 
point, at this very important moment, and figna- 
lizc yoarfelf, by uncommon cfForts, to fave this 
great and mighty nation, from falling a facrifice 
to a fct of men, whofe defigns are, fipft to diftraft 
us with fatal divifipns among ourfelves, then con- 
iign us over to our enemies, who have long fincc 
paid down the^^^ price. 

'Tis neceffary firft to inform you, that, whatever 
I affert I can prove ; my intelligence comes from 
the very fountain : I have the fanftion of men 
who ftand foremoft in reputatipn, wealth, and in- 
fluence; my fa£b are fuch as the predeftiliariaa 
mull allow to have been from, decrees eternal, nqf 
can time immemorial change them into deluiipn. 
But fuffer me to fufpend the explanation pf my 
plan, and keep back for a moment the cottviftipn I 
intend to jSx upon you, that it may finally ,ftrike 
with fuUeif evidence, aod lea.'^fc the ftrongcr im- 
preffions.

The 
Jpainards former ly> -and the French <^ late,, have 
attempted univerfal monarchy by,. arms. The 
>p[ainard$ were beat out of that humour in 1 5 88r 
)y th/e lofs of. the general Armada : the French^ 
yf the battles of- Hockftade and Kamillies f but 
hey then thought proper to eke . out the lyonV 
kin with the fox's tail; .and, at Utrecht, they had 
he addrefs to unravel the vi^^ories of the virar* 
The little remains of the fame fpirit, then left, in- 
luced^ them to avail themfelves (tf the death of 
[Charles the fixth ; . they over-run Germaiiy by the 
livjlion of the princes, even tp.Bohemia;^ but were 
tgain forced to their arts, by way o/^trcaty. ;;They 
lave fmce attempted to over-run (5Mnany by 
urprife, and were preparing to doth? jffine inA- 
nerica; but being beaten out bfboth'Jnhty once 
Qore had recourfe to treaties, and formed me late 
>eace ; by what means, and how obtained, I will 
lot fay; but thus, you fee, the enemies of Great- 
Jritain have played a game,* ever by b^^^^^y, 
iiccefsful, and often exceeding, their wjurmeft ex- 
»edation. 'Tis therefore contrary to common 
cnfe, to fuppofe they will quit the cards. While 

hey have every thing to exped. ^No; experi- 

nee tells us, they have fteadily purfued their fuc- 

efs ever fincc the peace. We know (but we
